GENERALLY 
RENOVATED 


@ A complete renovation of Macleod 
General Hospital has just been com- 
pleted. Painters and decorators have 
Been busy for several weeks and the 
interior appearance of the institution 
is spick and span from basement to 


garret. The matron, Miss Camies, 
was kind enough to show a Times re- 
porter through the various depart- 
ments and certainly the fresh paint, 
varnish and kalsomine, new blinds and 
curtains, and minor details of reno- 
vation make for a general ensemble 
that is pleasing to the eye and con- 
ducive to added comfort of patients 
and staff. 


President: Swinarton, of the Hos- 
pital Board, tells us that recent 
changes in the staff have resulted in 
perfect harmony and efficiency in the 
conduct of the institution and in ex- 
cellent service to the public. 

While the number of patients for 
the last month has not been quite up 
to the prior five months standard— 
still the hospital is, through efficient 
end careful management, paying its 
way (which it had not done for sev- 
eral years past) and which is account 
ed for by the revenue from provincial 
government patients of which there 
are about thirty. The Macleod Hos- 
pital is an institution that would be 
a credit to a town of a far greater 
size than Macleod in its appointments 
and scope for service—having accom- 
modation on the top floor for 30 gov- 
ernment patients, and on the first 
floor for 10 patients in the public 
wards, 4 in the semi-public, and then 
private wards and nursery—and with 
the limited territory from which pa- 
tients are available it has been a mat- 
ter of hard sailing to finance it till the 
government, realizing its real useful - 
ness and necessity in this district, ar- 
ranged for the placing of aged and 
incurable patients here from various 
points in the province, and, as before 
stated, this will tide the institution 
over financially till completion of ir- 
rigation projects north and south of 
town will have augmented population 
in this district and consequently in- 
creased revenue for the Macleod Hos- 
@oita. 

The capacity of Macleod General 
Hospital and its location is such that 
it is more than probable that at some 
time in the near future the provincial 
government will realize the expediency 
of incorporating it into a municipality 
hospital district. 


HENRY FORD BOOMED AS NEXT 
PRESIDENT. 


Although the American Presiden- 
tial elections are more than two years 
off, candidates are attuning their ears 
to the ground and taking light exer- 
cise with a view to the great race. 
Nobody knows yet who will be a can- 
didate. Nobody can know until the 
conventions are held. It is even said 
that. Mr. Harding will violate prece- 
dent and will not again seek a nomi- 
nation, so disgusted is he with the 
Republicans in Congress. If his healt* 
were to be restored, Woodrow Wilson 
might seek the Democratic nomira- 
tion again, and it is doubtful if a 
stronger candidate could be named. 
The first name to be put among the en- 
tries, not by himself, but by his 
friends, is that of Henry Ford. No 
body knows whether he will make the 
run, though it is asserted on good au- 
thority that he has an ambition to be- 
come President of the United Statcs, 
as, indeed, what white American his 
not? 

A Peculiar Candidate. 


But Mr. Ford is a peculiar candi- 
date. Twice before he has been a 
candidate. In one contest he never 
admitted the fact. In the second 
contest he conceded that he was a 
candidate, but did not spend a cent 
or make a speech in his own behalf. 
Tle was a powerful factor nevertheless. 
In normal times Mr. Ford can have 
ony office in the gift of the people of 
Michigan. He is as eminent in De- 
triot as Warrer Harding is in Marior, 
Ill, or Theodore Roosevelt was in Oys 
ter Bay. When he sought a seat i» 
the United States Senate against Tru- 
man Newberry, ‘he United States was 
at war. Ford had been denounce! as 
a pacifist by Roosevelt. He was run- 
ning at the request of President Wii- 
son in a state that is normally Repub- 
lican by 135,000 majority, and was op 
nosing a candidate who had been an 
npostle of preparedness, and who was 
spending money with almost criminal 
lavishness. Newberry won, but Ford 
victory it was the defeat of Ford.

May Run as Independent. 


There has been formed a Ford for- 
President Club in Dearborn, Mich., 
which is composed of admirers of Ford 
and more than a few of his employees, 
The latter fact is taken as an indica- 
tion that the object of the Club has the 
sanction of Mr. Ford, since his em 
ployees would not actively associate 
themselves with a movement that was 
repellant with him. It is said that 
Mr. Ford ¢ovets the Republican nomi- 
nation, for he has always been nomi- 
rally a Republican, though he has for 
some years past maintained friendly 
relations with the leader of the Michi- 
gan Democrats. Should he fail in se- 
curing this endorsement, it is said 
that he will not accept one from the 
Democrats, but may run as an‘ inde- 
pendent. As a rule, independent can- 
didates have not made a good show- 
ing, but Mr. Ford is different. Ev- 
He does not 
have to be introduced or explained. 
His name is as familiar to the aver- 
age voter as is the name of Harding 
or Wilson. 

The Ford Vote. 


His friends believe that he will 
receive the electoral vote of the Sou- 
thern States, even though he should 
run as a Republican, and that he will 
receive enough votes from disgruntl- 
ed Republicans to ensure his election. 
Probably he counts upon the unani- 
mous vote of the Ford users, which 
might be almost sufficient to land the 
prize, though in this calculation he 
may easily be reckoning without his 
host. He can count, too, on a strong 
labor support, for he is the largest in- 
dividual employer of labor in the Uni- 
ted States, and whatever may be his 
failings as an economist, it must be 
admitted that he is one of the most 
generous employers in the world to- 
day. On the other hand, he can count 
upon the strong hostility of the Jews, 
who have been persistently, and as 
they think, unfairly, attacked in his 
magazine, the Dearborn Independent. 
The Jews are strong numerically, but 
are even stronger financially, and 
their united opposition would be a 
serious obstacle for any candidate to 
overcome, 

Can Read a Blue Print. 


In a recent address, Mr. W. J. Cam- 
eron, the editor of the Ford paper, 
made the significant statement that 
the mext President of the United 
States would be “a man who can read 
a blue print and who understands the 
problem of production and keeping 
men employed.” Mr. Ford happily 
fills these specifications. If he could 
conduct the business of the United 
States as well as he conducts his own 
business, there would be no questior 
as to his surpassing titness for the 
Presidency. Indeed, he probably un- 
derstonds his own business better than 
any former President understood any 
Presidency. He would make some 
such appeal as that made by Bryan, 
minus the Bryan eloquence, for public 
speaking is not one of the strong 
points of Henry Ford. He is a pro- 
hibitionist, and cannot be suspected of 
being a Creature of the Interests. He 
is also a likable, warm-hearted human 
being, and if he enters the race will 
give the regulars many an anxious 
moment.

CAPITAL GOSSIP AND 
PROVINCIAL NEWS 


Agricultural Representatives 


Following a clear-cut outline by H 
A. Craig, deputy minister of agricul- 
ture of the policy of the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture with res- 
pect to the development of a system of 
agricultural representatives through- 
out the province, which made it plain 
that the department would develop 


this policy only so fast as experienced, ; 


capable men were obtained to fill the 
posts. The Alberta branch of the 
Canadian Society of Technical Agri- 
culturists passed a resolution endors- 
ing this policy, at a gathering held 
Tuesday in the Board of Trade rooms 
at Calgary. The resolution was pro- 
posed by E. Ward Jones, manager of 
the Alberta Stock Yards, and second. 
ed by Dean E, A. Howes, of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 

The system of agricultural repre 
sentatives, developed to a considerable 
extent in other provinces and coun- 
tries, is practically in the beginning 
in Alberta, three of these representa- 
tives being now in the field. The ag- 
ricultural representative comes into 
intimate contact with the farmers of 
his district and aids them in solving 
their own peculiar problems, He is 
supplying what Dean Howes calls the 
“missing link” in agriculture, namely, 
the medium by which the personal con- 
tact can be established between the de- 
partment of agriculture , the college 
of agriculture and other such agencies 
working along administrative and 
technical lines, and the ordinary man 
on the farm. 

Deputy Minister Craig said that the 
department had perhaps been criti- 
cized inthe past for its slow develop- 
ment of this system but there had been 
method in this. He had long been 
convinced of the futility of puttinz 
young, fresh college graduates on such 
work and of the importance of having 
experienced and practical men with 
ability and good judgment in the posi- 
tions of representatives of the depart- 
ment. He made it abundantly plain 
that it was the firm intention of the 
department to establish these repre- 
sentaitves only as fast as it was able 
to get the proper kind of men to fill 
the positions. There were only three 


at present, Mr. Scott, at Sedgwick, 


Mr. Freng, at Lethbridge, and Mr. 
Murray, at Medicine Hat. 
of what could be accomplished by the 
district representative, Mr. Craig re- 
ferred to the work of Mr. Scott, at 
Sedgwick, where he had been workin z 
for five years, and where he had been 
able to turn what had been a purely 
wheat-growing country into one which 
raised a very fine class of live-stock. 
Mr. Scott had been particularly fortu- 
nate in his personal contact with the 
farmers of his district, and had devel- 
oped this partly through school fair 
work among the children, work at ag- 
ricultural fairs, and in other ways. 
Mr. Craig referred to the work of Mr 
Freng, at Lethbridge, where the dou 
ble problem of irrigation and dry 
farming existed, and quoted instances 
of what some farmers in that district 
had accomplished. He referred to the 
instance of the farmer in the Leth- 
bridge district who had had a gross 
income of $6,000 from a quarter sec- 
tion of land, had fed some dairy cat- 
tle and 100 head of hogs, and still had 
some feed to sell after that. If we 
can find men like that who have made 
successes, it is our hope to make them 
patterns for others. Mr .Craig also 
referred to Prof. Murray, who had re- 
cently taken over the duties of dis- 
trict representative at Medicine Hat, 
where there was a great field for work 
for a man with Mr. Murray’s qualifica 
tions. 

He referred to the selection of S. G. 
Carlyle as supervisor of these agents 
he being a man who had himself made 
a success of agriculture. “This coun- 
try should not be considered as one 
which will make great fortunes for 
good living can be made on the farm if 
first principles are considered, declar- 
ed Mr. Craig. 

During his address, Mr. Craig took 
occasion to refer to the marketing 
service being developed by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. Something had

already been donc in this way in the 
matter of the marketing of dairy and 
poultry products, and now the depart- 
ment, co-operating with the Univer- 
sity of Alberta and the Dominion Gov- | 
ernment, was laying plans to develop | 
the marketing of Alberta seed, since 
no country in the world was better} 
suited than Alberta for the raising of 
pure seed. He outlined the plans 
which were announced a week or two 
ayo. 

In concluding, Mr. Craig said the) 
department would always’ welcome 
constructive criticism from the agri- 
culturists, and he appealed for their 
sympathetic co-operation and as ist- 
ance.

To Standardize Coal 


A decision to adopt some system of 
standardization of Alberta coal, in or- 
der to facilitate marketing, was reach- 
ed at a conference of coal operators of 
the province with Premier Greenfield | 
and officials of the government, wh‘vt 
was held at the government buildings 
Tuesday. The conference was called 
by Premier Greenfield to discuss 
standardization and marketing. The 
Premier told the operators he was pre 
pared to do anything he could to im- 
prove the marketing conditions of Al- 
berta coal, but there were several pro- 
blems to be solved, and standardiza- 
tion was one of them. A committee 
of twelve will be appointed to deal 
with the question of standardization, 
which will include three men each 
from the Edmonton, Drumheller and 
Lethbridge fields, and three from the 
other fields of the province. Itgs ex 
pected that the committee will be 
ready to report in two weeks time 
Other problems of marketing will be 
discussed. For some time the govern- 
ment has had a campaign in progress 
in Manitoba to increase the market- 
ing of Alberta coal there, and has met 


with some success. Geo. Pratt, gov- 
ernment engineer in charge of the de- 
monstration at Winnipeg, gave the 
conference Tuesday one of his ilustra- 
ted lecture demonstrating the proper 
methods of firing Alberta coal. Pre- 
mier Greenfield pointed out that Al- 
berta must develop along two chief 
lines, namely, agriculture and the coa 
industry, and attention must be given 
t' the marketing problems. 


Freight Rates 


In addition to the reductions in 
freight rates on grain decided upon by 
the House of Commons, the railway 
commission has issued an order pro- 
viding for a decrease of 7% per cent 
on basic commodities, to come into ef- 
fect August 1, according to advices 
from Ottawa. This decrease will ap- 
ply to forests products, building ma- 
terial, brick, cement, lime, plaster, no 
tatoes, ores, pig iron, scrap iron, This 


order also applies to coal rates in ‘1- 
berta, amounting to about 20 cents a 
ton, on coal shipments from Alberta 
fields. 

Tenders are now being called for by

WILL MANUFACTURE SUBMERG- 
\ ED WATERWHEEL 


Arrangements have been made with 
‘a machine company in Great Falls, 
| Montana, to manufacture a submersi- 
'ble waterwheel, the invention of Geo. 
Weisenborn, of Seattle. The rotary 
pump, attached to the waterwheel, 
also will be manufactured. 

The submerged waterwheel, built in 
{the form of a motor, is so constructed 
|that it will operate in any stream 
where there is a perceptible current. 
A test of the submerged motor in con- 
|nection with the rotary pump was 
} made in the Cedar River, near Renton, 
Wash., and the adaptibility of the 
combination was proved by the force 
with which the water was piped up a 
high bank and thrown out on the ad 
joining land, according to reports of 
the test published in Seattle news- 
papers. 

Mr. Weisenborn, who spent a few 
days in Great Falls recently, says that 
the efficiency of the motor is exceeding 
even his anticipation of its merits. 
Speaking of the tests made of the mo- 
tor and rotary pump made in the Ced 
ar river, Mr. Weisenborn said: 

“The motor runs at the rate of about 
267 to 300 revolutions a minute, with a 
heavy load on. With a medium load, 
we can speed it up to 850 to 400 revol- 
utions a minute in a stream running 
about 4 to 4% miles an hour, It fore- 
ed the water 20 feet high in a 1 inch 
pipe with a one-half unit machine, or 
one 30-inch wheel.

THE RED CROSS AT CALGARY 
EXHIBITION. 


The Red Cross Demonstration Stal: 
at the Calgary Exhibition attracted a 
large crowd daily. The exhibits con- 
sisted of a Disaster Relief Display, 
Diet Demonstration, Baby Outfit, and 
a display of Junior Red Cross Work. 
The Emergency Relief Model showed 
the Red Cross in action distributing 
comforts to sufferers from disaster. 
There were model suc.cer tents for the 
care of the sick and wounded with 
model of doctors and nurses in attend- 
ance. This exhibit explained at a 
glance the fact that the Red Cross is 
ready in peace as in war for any em- 
evgency. 

At the Diet table menus were ar- 
ranged for each day of the week, 
showing the proper food suitable for 
school children. A feature of the 
stall was the weighng and measuring 
of children, by the Public Health 
nurse attached to the Red Cross ser- 
vice. Each child was given a card of 
his or her height and weight, those 
conforming to the standard measure- 
ments receiving a flag, while those 
suffering from malnutrition were 
dealt with personally, and advised as 
to a correct diet. 

The Baby’s Exhibit displayed the 
best type of garment for the new born 
infant, with all the ‘requisites for 
baby’s outfit. At the Literature table 
pamphlets on health, hygiene, and 
child welfare were distributed gratis. 

An attractoscope machine proved 
a source of great interest. This au- 
tomatic moving picture machine is 
probably the first of the kind in the 
province, and has been secured by the 
Red Cross for educational and adver- 
tising purposes. The machine which 
is worked by motor power shows a 
series of slides which are changed au 
tomatically every two minutes. The 
pictures feature the Red Cross activi- 
ties in the various parts of the pro- 
vince. These pictures also show the 
work of the Junior Red Cross with 
the New Children’s Hospital recently 
opened in Calgary. The work of the 
Junior Red Cross exhibit was remark- 
able for the ingenuity of the toys 
made by the boys and for the fine sew- 
ing exhibited in the garments made by 
the girls and younger children for use 
in the Junior Red Cross Hospital and 
for sick children in the province. The 
display of Health Posters showed 
much originality and talent, illustrat- 
ing by picture and rhyme the laws of 
Health and Hygiene. The toys made 
of odds and ends of wood, old tin cans 
and bottle tops were exceedingly 
clever. The mechanical devices of the 
sand machine, crane, steam roller, 
tumbling clown, ete., displayed real 
genuis and were the centre of attrac 
tion to the young people.

His name was partly 
assumed, The Moen part he tacked 
on after the death of Philip L. Moen, 
of Worcester, Mass., head of the great 
barbed-wire trust. He may have been 
entitled to the name of Moen. Cer- 
tainly he had some strange hold over 
the old millionaire for he extorted 
money from him for years, the total 
sum being probably not far short of 
half a million dollars. The dealings 
of the men resulted in two suits at law. 
In one of them Moen denied that he 
was being blackmailed by Wilson; in 
the other he asserted that he was be- 
ing blackmailed. One trial ended 
inconclusively, the other in favor of 
the millionaire, but the judgment 
against Wilson does not appear to 
have prevented him from continuing 
|his extortions. Even after Moen’s 
death Wilson received a large sum of 
; money from the estate. 


Nobody knows to this day when 
the relationship between the two men 
began. Moen was a millionaire, and 
Wilson a young roustabout in a livery 
stable when, so far as is known, they 
met for the first time. One morning 
Wilson walked into a bank and pre- 


}sented a cheque for a large sum signed 


by Moen. The clerk knew both Moen 
and Wilson, but being aware that the 
latter never had fifty dollars at any 
one time in his life before, telegraph- 
ed to Moen before he handed out the 
money. He received this reply: “Pay 
any cheque bearing my signature that 
Levi Wilson may present.” The sur- 


j prised clerk obeyed and in the next 


few months had many a substantial 
cheque to pay to Wilson, who spent 
the money as swiftly as he received it 
and became noted for his extrava- 
gances and profligacies. The local 
hotel did not suit him, so he had it 
rebuilt and sent the bills to Moen, whe 
paid without a murmur. He ceased 
work and established a stable of fine 
horses, entertained lavishly and dab- 
bled in politics. He married the 
daughter of a prominent manufactur- 
er, making the stipulation that he 
should not be questioned about his 
paternity or the source of his money. 


The Millionaire’s Son? 


This stipulation suggests that he 
may have been the son of Moen. 
The latter was a man of little educa- 
tion or inventive ability, but he had 
organizing trusts and knew how to 
make his combinations pay. - He be- 
gan life obscurely, and drifted to New 
York as a clerk in a hardware store, 
where he sold, among other things, 
Ichabod Washburn’s barbed wire, 
which was just coming on the market. 
Ichabod was a rough old mechanic and 
church deacon in Worcester. Mcen 
met him and went to work in his fac- 
tory, which was a small affair. Sub- 
sequently he married Washburn's 
daughter. Eventually the concern 
grew to tremendous proportions, and 
when Ichabod died in 1870 he had 


some millions to leave to his daushter | 


and his daughter’s husband, besides 
a business that was later turned into a 
trust. 

Rival Theories. 


Still less is known about Levi 
Wilson. He was supposed to have 
been the son of a coachman and his 
wife in a small place in Connec’icut. 
It never was established that he had 
worked for 


Moen, although at the time he was

He said that the man 
had come to him and told him that he 
had been a witness of a certain dis- 
graceful act and that he wanted $100 
or there would be trouble. Moen de- 
nied that the act involved him, but 
said that he had paid rather than have 
a scandal, and having made the first 
false step had to continue to pay. 
Wilson put forward a story about a 
breach of promise charge which he had 
settled at Moen’s instance for a large

SY MORE WAR 


In an article in The Fortnightly 
Francis Gribble shows concern about 
the “coming war” books that are pour 
ing from the printing presses in Ger 
many. A large number of them are 
“romances of wars of the future,” and 
others “are essays in historical philos 
ophy.” A Colonel Baur says in the 
preface of an ambitious pamphlet: 
“It is true that we are at the moment 
incapable of taking our revenge, dis- 
united as we are, and torn by internal 
dissensions, but the thing we have to 


vent them from lapsing into despon- 
dency.” The romances described by 
Mr. Gribble are calculated to do just 
that thing, but they are so extrava- 
gant in invention that no sober-mind- 
ed German would be influenced by 
them. “Die drei kommenden Kreige” 
is a specimen, says the New York 
Times. It begins with the observa- 
tion that international relations are 
always “in a state of flux and change.”

The German Victim 


Napoleon rode roughshod cver the 
German people, but died a prisoner 
on the rock of St. Helena. Prince 
William, of Prussia, a child when the 
Prussian court fled from the might of 
Napoleon, lived to be proclaimed Ger- 
man Emperor in the Hall of Mirrors 
at Versailles.

The Time of Day 


To Put Out The 
Grasshopper Bait 


(By J. R. Parker, of Bozeman, Mont. 
Expert on Farm and Orchard Pests) 


The old idea of putting out poisoned 
bran mash was to scatter it in the 
late afternoon or evening or to get up 
and distribute it before sunrise in the 
morning. 

The reasons advanced for putting t 
out at these times were (1) That after 


ja hot summer day the grasshoppers 


were thirsty and would eat the moist 
mash for the moisture it contained 


| just before they went to roost for the 


night; (2) That in the morning the 


| hoppers are hungry after the night's 
fast and will, therefore, eat the bait 


readily at that time. 
Experiments conducted during the 


| past three years and practical experi- 


ence gained in two big grasshopper 
campaigns show that late in the after- 


/noon and very early in the morning 


are just about the poorest times to put 
out«grasshopper bait. By actually 
watching 21,111 grasshoppers feed it 


was found that no feeding takes place 
ir, the early morning hours, but that if 
generally begins between 8 and 9 a.m. 
increases rapidly between 9 and 10, 
end reaches its height between 10 and 
12 falling off gradually during the 
efternoon, practically all feeding hav- 
ing stopped by 5 p.m., except ia un- 
usually warm weather. 


Now, since the poisoned bran mash 
is more effective while it is moist and 
still retains its attractive odor, it 
seems reasonable to suppose that best 
results will be obtained if it is scat- 
tered at the time when the greatest 
number of grasshoppers are feeding. 
This has proved to be true in practical 
work and our biggest kills have been 
made when the bait was scattered in 
the morning between 9 and 12. 


Under Montana conditions it has 
i been found that bait scattered in the 
late afternoon or early morning hours 
may become dry before the grasshop 
pesr are ready to feed, and much of it 
is therefore wasted. Another point of 
considerable importance is that during 
the grasshopper season thunder 
storms in the late afternoon and eve- 
rng are not uncommon and much poi 
sened bran mash has been rendered 
v orthless by these sudden showers. If 
put out in the late morning on warm, 
bright days the bait will have served 
its purpose before weather conditions 
can interfere. 


To county agents and all others di- 
recting grasshopper control work it is 
therefore, recommended that the poi- 
soed bran mash be scattered between 
9 and 12 a.m. on warm, bright days 
| If large areas must be covered in a 
short time, spreading may begin at 3 
eam. and continue until 3 p.m. Do not 
scatter grasshopper bait during cool, 
cloudy weather or when it is extreme- 
ly windy. A general rule to follow is 
to scatter it only when the grasshop- 
fers are actively moving about.

MAKING THE IRRIGATION FARM | 
PAY 

“The Best Farmer in Montana,” is 
the title that was given by a writer 
in the “Country Gentleman” in 1919 to| 
Mr. I. D. O'Donnell, of Billings, Mon-} 
tana, who is to address the Irrigation 
Convention at Maple Creek, Saskatch | 
ewan, and Brooks, Alberta, July 26th 
to July 29th, on “Making the Irriga- 
tion Farm Pay.” 

Mr. O'Donnell is perhaps 
known in irrigation circles in the Unit- 
ed States as the man who “humanized 
the Réclamation Service.” In 1914 the 
Secretary of the Interior—the Hon. J. 
Franklin J. Lane—announced that all 
reclamation work in the state of Mon 
tana was to be discontinued. ‘This 
aroused the people of the entire West, 
and especially of Montana,” said the 
writer in the article referred to above, 
“so they arranged for a hearing; and 
when Secretary Lane visited them 
O'Donnell explained what was wrong} 
and suggested the proper remedy. The 
result of the conference was the for-| 
mation of a Reclamation Commission, | 
composed of five members. The com- 
mission was given complete charge} 
of the maintenance and operation of | 
all the various government irrigation | 
projects scattered over seventeen 
Western States, and O'Donnell was 
made the head of the commission with 
the title of Supervisor of Irrigation. 

“It was a red-letter day for the} 
settlers on government irrigation pro- 
jects when O’Donnel! took hold of | 
their problems. He straightened out} 
all their difficulties and made it pos-| 
sible for them to succeed. He not only} 
relieved their difficulties with regard 
to water and payments, but he worked 
with them and showed them just how 
to arrange their fields, how to handle 
the water, what crops to plant and 
how to market them. In short, he be- 
came a sort of national farm adviser, 
a task he was eminently qualified to 
perform, since he had had years of! 


best 


| vestigate 


a successful irigation farmer.” 


Mr. O'Donnell was born in a log 
cabin in the woods of Michigan a few 


brothers and sisters until he 
twenty-one years old. Forty years ago 
he came West to Montana 
work on a horse ranch owned by the 
Billings estate. Afterwards he was 
put in charge of the Billings’ ranch, 
a tract of several thousand acres, 
which he proceeded to farm on an ex- 
tensive scale. The following year, in 
addition to his farming operations, he 
undertook the management of the 
large irrigation system controlled by 
the Billings and placed it on a sub 
stantial basis. Much of the early con 
struction work had been poorly done 
and he was compelled to do a great 
amount of rebuilding. 

In 1892, he carried on all the nego- 
tiations which led up to the purchase 
of this system by a company of farm- 
ers, and after they were concluded he 
was elected president of the irrigation 
company, which position he has re- 
tained up to the present time. This 
irrigation system, which 
area of 100,000 acres, is recognized 
even today as one of the very best in 
the entire West. 

Mr. O'Donnell was the first to in- 
sugar-beet possibilities in 
Montana, discovering that sugar beets 
would not only grow well there, but 
they contained a higher percentage of 
sugar than beets grown in most other 
places. He foresaw possibilities in 
sugar-beet culture, both for the farm- 


lers of his vicinity and for the city of 


Billings, and immediately proceeded to 


organize a company to erect a sugar- 


beet factory. 

“Contracts covering more than 8,000 
ucres were made with farmers for 
raising sugar beets, and negotiations 
were entered into for the sale of the 
bonds. About this time the Great 
Western Sugar Company, of Denver, 
began extending its operations and it 
made the new company an offer for 
its plant, which was accepted.” 

The formation of a sugar-beet com- 
pany and the erection of a plant not 
only brought a valuable industry to 
the city of Billings, but it has been of 
immense value to the farmers of the 
immediate vicinity. In an_ indirec 
way it is said to have proved to be 
one of the most lucrative ventures 
that Mr. O’Donnell ever undertook, for 
it resulted in the building up of a new 
ystem of agriculture on his farm that 
has increased its value and brought in 


}a splendid income every year. 


The farm consists of a square sec- 
tion of 640 acres. It lies on the first 
bench the Yellowstone River, 
and water is delivered to the entire 
project of 100,000 acres of which it is 
a part by gravity. The soil is 
mentary and naturally fine, dark anc 
rich. The whole almost 
level except that it has a slight dip 
toward the south and west, just 
enough to provide fall for-the irriga- 
tion water. There was almost no 
levelling to do in the beginning, and 
the of the ditches was not so 
high as on many projects. It all lies 
ideally for irrigation. There is a rail- 
road station within two miles of the 
farm, where the produce, including 
sugar beets, is loaded for market. 

But though he himself is operating 
an irrigated farm of 640 acres, he 
says that the men who have done best 
on irrigated land are those with small

| acreages, Almost all the farms larger 


than a quarter section have failed. 
“The problem of making money on 
large farms is one of business man- 
agement, of handling men and of pre- 
venting waste. A farm of 640 acres 
is not a big one where dry-land farm- 
ing is practised, nor a very large onc 
in the humid regions; but under in- 


tensive methods of irrigation farming ! 


it ranks as a very large farm, requir- 
ing the most careful kind of manage- 
ment of crops, water, soil, the vari- 
ous methods employed and of market- 
ing. In short, unless a farm of that 
sort is well looked after in all those 
particulars it is like any other highly 
specialized industry—a good place 
either to make money or to lose it. 
Fortunately Mr. O'Donnell is a very 
superior farmer and has, therefore, 
been able to make it profitable. 

“The general scheme of rotation is 
alfalfa three to six years, sugar beets 
three years, small grains one year, 
then back again to alfalfa. The man-

The writer of this article in the 
“Country Centleman” found a great 
many things of interest about Mr. 


O'Donnell’s farm that are not found 
on many other places. “When we 
drove into the farmyard I noticed a 
great pile of wood that had just been 
cut up for firewood. There must have 
been twenty-five or thirty cords. 
“*‘Do you raise your own wood?’ 
was asked. I knew it was originally a 


prairie country and that any wood 
must have been grown. 
“*Yes,’ Mr. O'7 onnell answered. 


‘We plant a few trees every year and 
we cut those that are old enough to 
make good wood.’ Then he took me 
back through his woodlot. A great 
many of the new trees were of the 
slow-growing varieties, like elm. They 
were thoroughly cultivated and man- 
aged like a nursery. 

“*T have sold more than $1,000 worth 
of trees from this lot,’ my host told 
me. ‘Most of them were sold in Bill- 
ings for shade trees. Besides, I raise 
what I need for my own planting along 
the roadsides and enough for wood.’ 

“Beyond the tree lot we came upon 
the seed plots. Like the good farmer 
that he is, Mr. O'Donnell is always 
testing out new varieties of grains 
and forage crops. He has been trying 
out several kinds of millet, Sudan 
grass, Johnson grass and sunflowers. 
The later give promise of becoming 
the principal forage crop of Montana, 
if not of all the high mountain valleys 
and those section of the country 
north of the Corn Belt.” 

Mr. O'Donnell was one of the very 
first farmers in Montana to experi- 
ment with the raising of alfalfa, and 
was raising alfalfa in quantity and 
making money long before most of 
the other farmers even knew what it 
looked like. As early as 1895 he be- 
gan to serve as a farm institute lec- 
turer, and every winter for years he 
worked with the institute staff spread 
ing the gospel of alfalfa.

Capital and Corruption 


It is said that in four months of 
1920—June, July, August and Septem- 
ber—he made the Volstead Act the 
most futile law Congress had ever 
written. To do this he had to have 
at his command much capital, and also 
had to corrupt the prohibition enforce- 
ment officers in California. Once he 
kad controlled the prohibition director 
it was not difficult for him to find the 
necessary backing, and in a week the 
state was as wet as ever in its history. 
Scores of bootleggers—hundreds, 
some say—were in his employ, and 
canvassed the state from one end to 
another taking orders for liquor and 
delivering it as promptly as though it 
had been something legal and perish 
able like butter. Nor was it moon- 
shine that Brolaski and his agents 
sold. It was the real stuff secured 
from bonded warehouses. Districts 
that he found it inconvenient to han 
dle directly were leased to others. For 
a certain sum he would give anyone 
the sole right to peddle booze in a 
given community and would gua antes 
to supply him with the booze. One 
San Francisco cafe was offered booz 
ard immunity for $12,000. 


How He Got It 


Having corrupted the necessary of- 
ficials, Brolaski’s procedure was 
simple. He secured the release of 
large amounts of liquor from bond 
on the pretense that it was designed 
| for shipment abroad, which was legal- 
ly permissible. So liquor in 200-bar- 
rel lots was sent to the docks at San 
I’'ranciseo for export to China and Ja- 
pan, which seemed to have developed 
a sudden liking for Occidental bever- 
oges. The liquor reached the docks, 
but what reached the Orient was 
water in barrels. The liquor remain- 
ed in San Francisco, where it was 
swiftly removed by Brolaski to his 
various hiding places. The police re- 
r.ained inactive. The prohibition en- 
forcement officers showed a curious 
paralysis. Washington was curious 
to know the reason for the amazing 
withdrawals, and eventually sent spe- 
cial investigators to the scene. 


Accident Closes the Game. 


The whole secret of Brolaski’s op- 
erations lay in the fact that for some 
mysterious reason he had established 
an absolute hold over Loren Handley, 
chief Federal prohibition officer. 
Handley was a scholar, a classmate of 
Woodrow Wilson, a former college 
trofessor. Yet either because he was 
| bribed or for some other cause he per-

i: not been for an automobile accident 
that cost Handley his life. Before he 
was buried his offices had been strip- 
ped of every private paper. Even his 
dead body had been pillaged for fear 
some clue might exist which would 
criminate the bootleggers.
